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Desert Gets Equal Dignity' Municipal Court

IN SPRINGS, INDIO 
SLATED FOR OCT. 1

When on Oct. 1 the Desert Municipal C ourts w ill be born 
in Palm Springs anil Indio, they w ill each share ip “equal dig 
nity"—a lm ost as individual courts, it was learned today exclu­ 
sively by The Desert Sun. 
The birth of the long fought-for 
municipal court will bring to an 
end the reign of the city and ju­ 
dicial district courts in the desert 
resort area. 
Riferside County Council R a y 
Sullivan said yesterday that th e 
new municipal court rooms in 
Palm Springs and Indio w o u Id 
share “equal dignity.” and would 
each keep its own record. 
In an opinion, mailed to the two 
judges of the municipal court — 
Judge Eugene Therieau of Palm 
Sorings and Judge Wally Rouse 
of Indio — Sullivan said t h a t 
Judge Rouse would be s e n i o r 
judge, having the longest contin­ 
ued service as a judge 
Touch Decision 
Sullivan said it was a tough de­ 
cision to make, with Therieau 
having started as judge of the ju­ 
dicial district one year prior to 
Rcu*e taking over the judicial 
bench in Indio. However. Judge 
Rouse was judee of the Indin Cifcr 
Court since 1943. and Therieau 
took over the local city court in 
April. 1946. 
^ 
According to Sullivan the only 
difference that the seniority makes 
is in the final decision of choosing 
the marshall and chief clerk of 
the court. 
The way that the legislative act 
setting up the court reads is. “ if 
there is a rontroversary in mak­ 
ing a decision between the t w o 
judges, the opinion of the senior 
judge would prevail.’* 
Judges Therieau and Rouse will 
now have to take three steps prior 
to the opening of the municipal 
courts: (a) choose a Marshall for 
the two courts: (b) Choose a chief

The same pro­ 
cess stands for the court clerks. 
Monda- in Riverside, the Coun­ 
tyfinal action concerning the setting 
up of the Desert Municipal Court, 
when it set the boundaries of the 
court’s jurisdiction. T h e supervi­ 
sors ruled that the municioal court 
would imnroorafe all of the Palm 
Sorings and Indio Judicial Dis­ 
tricts. as well ae part of the Coa­ 
chella Judicial District — the area 
in the La Quinta section.

The Supervisors have only one 
control over the municipal court, 
that of adjusting salaries of court 
emoloycs 
The salary of the judges has 
been set by the legislative act at 
SIR 500 a year. 
Next Juna, both the Judges and 
the Marshall will run for re-elec­ 
tion. and at that time the voters 
of the romnlete Desert Municipal 
Court District will decide the fu­ 
tures of the senior judge and the 
chief marshall.

More Fighters 


A s night fell over the scene 
new truckloads of firefighters roll­ 
ed up the road from Banning.

BERLIN ( I P) - West Ger­ 
man police reported today that 
nine members of the Commun­ 
ist East German people’s police 
and a member of the Red 
Workers’ militia defected to the 
West during the night. 
The previous night, the police 
reported, another armed and uni­ 
formed East German guard leaped 
a barbed wire barricade to free­ 
dom. Another member of the 
workers’ m ilitia defected about 
the same time. 
Five of the people’s police-or 
Vopos—defected in a group, carry­ 
ing their pistols and submachine 
guns with them, West Berlin po­ 
lice said. 
* 
The others apparently defected 
singly, but no details were issued 
as to how or where they crossed 
the border. 
In other developments on the 
Berlin situation: 
—Armed Communist police ar­ 
rested members of a British mili­ 
tary patrol in a harassing action 
along the East-West Berlin border 
this morning. The men were re­ 
leased unharmed after question­ 
ing. and not long afterwards Brit­ 
ish Ambassador .Sir Christopher 
Steel drove into East Berlin in a 
three-car convoy and toured the 
border for 25 minutes without in­ 
cident in a show-the-flag demon­ 
stration. The Union Jack flew 
from his car. 
Tear Up Rails 
—East German workers began 
tearing up the rails of two of the 
six elevated train lines the Com­ 
munists closed Sunday when they 
began to seal the border. 
—A company of the British 
Royal Rifles, the 2nd Green Jack 
ets. guarded the Soviet War 
Memoriai in the British sector 
throughout the day to prevent any 
possible demonstrations by angry 
West Berliners.

Cooley 50-year-old former West­ 
ern m u s i c i a n whose television 
show was a big hit in Los Ange­ 
les for beveraJ years, isr accused 
of stomping and beating to death 
his wife. Ells M»y. 37. His daugh­ 
ter. Melody. 15, testified that she 
saw him kick and strike her 
mother on the death night last 
April 3. 
Defense attorney Lambros told 
the jury Wednesday that Cooley 
loved his wife too much to kill 
her. 
"Spade is only guilty of loving 
Ells May too much because if he 
didn’t he wouldn’t have fought so 
hard to keep her.” Lambros said. 
"And I’m sure Ella May loved 
Spade too. She was caught In the 
web too. She was a sick woman, 
he was a sick man.” 
Lambros urged acquittal and 
maintained Ella May died acci­ 
dentally.

County Schools 
Received Funds 


For 27 Projects 


Riverside County last year re­ 
ceived $43.280 in federal funds to 
improve science, mathematics and 
foreign language classes 
The funds went for 27 projects 
in county school districts to bring 
their receipt of federal funds for 
such classes to $139.985 since the 
National Defense Education A ct 
was passed by Congress in 1958. 
Local school districts matched 
federal grants dollar-for-dollar for 
a statewide total of $16 million 
invested in improving science, ma­ 
thematics and foreign language in­ 
struction, according to Roy E. 
Simpson, state superintendent of 
public instruction. These f u n d s 
were used in elementary schools, 
high schools and junior colleges 
In addition. Riverside County 
schools received $27.932 last year 
to increase counseling of h i g h 
school students on education for 
their future. Since 1958, Califor­ 
nia schools have been granted 
$3.5 million for better counseling, 
including $66.048 to R i v e r s i d e 
County schools. 


Improvements Start 
In Spring Districts 
With the North Palm C a n y o n 
Drive, improvement under way 
with a special engineering consul­ 
tant in charge. Palm Springs en­ 
gineers are starting construction 
in several new assessment dis­ 
tricts throughout the city. 
This week, the city c o u n c i l 
awarded a contract to the Massey 
Co. for about $144.000 for the in­ 
stallation of curbs, gutters, side­ 
walks and sewers in the Sunny 
Dunes - San Lucas Roads im­ 
provement projects.

E. L. Yeager company, ordering 
the job to be completed no later 
than Oct. 1. 
The protestants had appealed to

They've Rot more money than anyone needs, so xvliy not 
take it away from them for the benefit ol the rest of us? 


Well, here's why: According to the Internal Revenue Serv­ 
ice, there are only 244 taxable incomes of a million dollars or 
more. And these incomes are taxed to the hilt now, w ith the top 
rate being a cool 91 per cent. 


Moreover, says the Citizens Public Expenditure Survey, 
the taxes actually paid by the millionaire group are just enough 
to run the government for 25 1/2 hou rs-a trifle more than one. 
dav. \nd even if they were taxed 100 per cent, the increase in 
revenue would merely support the government for another 
14 1 2 hours. 


There just isn’t enough money in the big or even the m id­ 
dle income categories to operate a S90 billion a year govern­ 
ment. So the lower income people must pay the bill. 


If developments in your business have been so rapid lately 
you bas e a rough time keeping up, yon have a lot of company. 
Take the farmers’ problems as a good instance. It may not be 
too long until they need degrees in psychology. 


Just recently there have been reports of such new practices 
as feeding tranquilizers to cattle as an aid in gaining weight; 
and playing classical music to help plants grow faster. 


Now a University of California researcher reports that hen­ 
pecked chickens—those which get pecked by other chickens— 
become discouraged and quit laying eggs. Taken out of this 
hostile environment and placed in a separate cage, they begin 
laying again. 


Some believe the theory may have application in the busi­ 
ness world as well, adding to productivity in shop and office.
